Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance 

1. Claims 1 and 3-10 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

The prior art references of record, i.e., European Patent Application Publication No. EP-1 
176 821 Al by Victor Fielding ("Fielding"), Japanese Application Publication No. 09-288526 by 
Fukutani Junichi and European Patent Application Publication No. EP 1 045 584 A2 by Mark 
Smith and the prior art reference made of record U.S. Patent No. 7,006,150 to Van der Wijst et 
al, taken singly or in combination, fail to teach or suggest a digital television converter for a 
television apparatus which is incapable of reception of digital television broadcasts, comprising a 
SC ART connector, a tuner, a connector rear housing which cooperates with said connector to 
form a compact enclosure containing and mechanically supporting said tuner, wherein a height 
of said housing is approximately less than twice that of the SCART connector in order to provide 
a relatively compact converter, a remote control signal input receiver mounted on said 
enclosure, wherein the tuner includes a controller to control said converter in response to 
remote control signals and a power supply input connector, all of which considered in 
combination and as recited in independent claim 1 .
